Flying high, Mr. Wright 
went up the North river, over the ileet 
of battleships to 
One Hundred and 


Thirtieth street and 
encircling the 


British cruiser Argyle. 
Returning at 


faster speed with the wind, lie came 
back over the watiir and landed at the 
starting point in tho 'most matter of 
fact way possible. 
He had been gone 


for thirty-three minutes and thirty- 
three seconds, making one of the most 
perilous trips ever attempted. The dis- 
tance of the flight was estimated at 
fifteen miles. 


Machine Worked Fine. 


"The machine 
responded 
in fine 


shape," said Mr. Wright after he land- 
ed at the 
aerodome on Governor's 


Island. 
"The motor worked fine. I 


. started flying at about fifteen feet up 


above the water, but kept on climbing 
higher until I was about 200 to 300 feet 
high. 


"This flight fulfills every condition of 


my contract," added the aviator, "but 
If the favorable 
weather 
conditions 


continue this afternoon I may make 
another flight." 


As the aeroplane approached 
the 


city, flying steadily but bucking the 
wind, the roofs of all the buildings be- 
came crowded and pleasure craft start- 
ed up the river in an effort to keep up 
with the remarkable craft that flew 
above them.

Brother of Publisher Kills Himself

Vienna. Oct. 4.—Albert 
Pulitzer, 
a 


brother of Joseph Pulitzer, publisher of 
the New Tork World, .committed suicide 
in this city yesterday. It was evident 
he made doubly sure of dsatli. for all the 
indications pointed to the fact that he 
had first swallowed poison ana standing 
in front of a mirror, had sent a bullet 
from.a revolver throush his right temple.

er, Was Granted. 


Frederick Richards, who In 1SS5 was 


lonvlcted In the 
criminal 
court 
of 


Allen county of the murder ot Araos 
Backesto. a farmer living In Adams 
county, and sentenced 
ty 
prison for 


life, died at tht: Mlchisan City prison 
last Saturday. 


In 1904. after having been in the pen- j 


Itentlary for eighteen years, he was j 
paroled by Governor W. T. Durbin. 
his health then being in :i precarious 
condition, and ho returned to his old 
home near Decatur. fully determined 
to lead an honest life and do what he 
could for a living. 


But he found sx cheerless welcome 


there. 
The stamp of convict and the 


brand of a murderer was on him. He 
was shunned l>y most of those who 
knew him. Even many of his relatives 
turned against him. 
He 
bore 
this 


treatment for nearly live years. Then 
he became ill and with It came the de- 
sire to return to prison. And he left 
for Michigan 'Jlty. 


"I am sick unti> death." he said t» i 


^Warden Held; "1 feel 1 have only a few 
months to live. I return here volunta- 
rily. I want to die among my friends." 


He remained In prison 
until his 


death on Saturday, 
lie was then a 


little over 70 years of awe. ills brother. 
IWllliam Richards, living at Decatur, 
was notified of Ills death. 


The crime for which Richards was 


given a life sentence w.is committed 
In Adams county, a fexv miles from 
'Decatur. With a club, It is said, he 
beat out the brains »t Backesto, the 
killing following a (|iutrrel 
between 


the parties, who were neighbor farm- 
ers. The circumstances 
surroundins 


the case appeared to have been most 
brutal. 


At Decatur there was so much bad 


feeling1 against Richards that his CUBO 
;was venued to Fort Wayne. Us trial 
took place in the criminal court before 


. Samuel E. Sinclair as acting judge. Ho 
•was prosecuted by Attorney France, oi 
Decatur, assisted by Henry Colerick, 
of Fort Wayne, and defended by Judge 
John Morris and Robert Stralton, both 
of. Fort Wayne. The jury found him 
guilty and inflicted the death penalty. 
A new trial was granted and It resulted 
In a life sentence. To this oentencn 
his attorneys yielded and he went to 


, prison. 


It Is the belief of many of those who 


were familiar with the evidence given 
at both trials that Richards never ac- 
tively participated in the killing of 
Backesto. The latter had other ene- 
mies who, it Is believed, killed him. 
The principal evidence 
upon 
which 


Richards was convicted was given by 
a boy who resided in Richards' home. 


• Soon after the discovery o£ the mur- 
der Richards and the boy were sus- 
.p'ected and after their arrest, such was 


• the feeling against them, that citizens 
threatened to lynch them, but 
were 


prevented by the officers and as a safe- 
guard the two wore brought to the jail 
In Fort Wayne. 
: At the trial the boy turned state's 
evidence against Richards and escaped 
punishment. His testimony 
on the 


••witness stand in many respects was in- 
"conslstent and contradictor!-, but the 
Jury in each o£ the trials seem to have 
taken it as the truth and Richards was 
convicted. 


Richards, 
after 
his 
arrest 
and 


throughout his long1 imprisonment, to 
the day oE his death, maintained his 
^Innocence, always 
stating that the 


murdered man liaO met death by other 


. -hands. During his imprisonment, in 


1891, he was interviewed in his cell by 
the writer, then a reporter 
on The 


Sentinel, and he said then: "T am siif- 
..{ering for a crime committed by an- 
'•other. Some day the • truth 
will be 


. known. I am the victim of circum- 
. stantial evidence."
